' The Claims ol' an Asi'iitor. 

A young barristor v/as eaguly advis- 
ed on launcbing into tho troubled 
waters of bis profoBBion, liiat wbon- 
ever ho lacked argument ho must 
abuHO his oppononla, Tho former 
editor of tho Gazette, Times, Fress, 
Colonist, and pros.jnt editor of tiio 'Tele- 
graph, acta upon tho same principlcj 
but what may bo good policy in tbe 
practice ot the legal prolossion is 
the worst policy in public journalism, 
and it is this same cacotlhes that has 
led to tho rapid and porcoptibio wane 
of tho . Boveral papers which tbe 
samo editor has conducted ii; 
thoao Colonies. In yesterday's Tele, 
graph, on tho subject ot the noii' 
COnfidon<!0 resolutions, our contora- 
porary administers one of his char- 
aotoristically abusive but innocuous 
doses ; the component parts of th( 
nostrum being in tbe following pro 
portions; One grain of common 
sense, to six of clapitrap and twaddle, 
mixed with vanity and vc::ation ol 
spirit. Every reader of tho prescrip- 
tions that have emanated from the 
samo source during the last few yeiu' 
has discovered their dangerous ton- 
doDcios; and avoided toUovving them 
•with tbe shudder that one turns from 
the medicaments of all quacks. "Wljat 
have been the topics upon which this 
self-coiistituted censor — this custos of 
tho publio interests — has been most 
rabid and violent in his advocacy since 
tho part he took in the delegation to 
remove Sir James Douglas ? Is it nc 
oessary to mention moro than the 
" unconditioual Union resolutions?' 
the ancoDStitutional raising of money 
votes? and tho non-coiifideuco Minis- 
terial Council hobgoblin? With all 
the big words and threats so bombaa 
tically paraded in the llouso and in 
the columns of newspapers, with all 
the bunkum about tbe people! and 
the people's rights, which tbe edi 
tor in question makes liia watch- 
word, in what have they result 
ed ? Have the people been bene 
fitted ? indeed, have their interests not 
sufierod by tbe misguided and false 
advocacy of their would-bo champion? 
To what good end too did bis per 
Bonal attacks and rude onslaughts, in 
tho matter of the Church Roiervo, 
lead after the title had been secured'! Did 
it do tbe cause any good ? did it not 
tend to breed discontent in the 
first place, and to a ratification of tho 
title by tho Crown in tho second? 
"What measure has this modern Ly- 
curgus ever succeeded in advancing 
that has really benefitted the people, 
whoso iuterosts alone, are liia (?) We 
defy our censor to point out any good 
that he has done for ibom, ever siiioe 
bo either mouiilod the editorial 
tripod or attached M P to his iiaiiio, 
whereas, there is not a poison in the 
community but will agree with us 
thai the constant agitation which ho 
and bis ultra radical cabal have fos- 
tered, and the dincontent which lie 
has done his best to encourage ever 
since he astiumod a public character, 
have seriously to retarded the progress 
of the country and injured tho status 
of thai n habitants. Four ol bis editorials 
out of live have been novliing but a 
Borics of taunts, sneers and hun|)00iis 
levelled at men in higli place — adema- 
goguio pandering to the tastes ol po-

We 
condemn the Want ol Cuiilideiieo 
resolutions because we believe, and 
moat sensible men huld the same 
viow, that under oxi.^ling eireuiii- 
Btances they will accomiiliHli no good 
for the Colony, and are ealeiilulcd u> 
do harm by complicating tbe dillieul- 
tioa under which tho uufurtunate 
country is laboring, iustoad of paving 
thowfty as the people ftad'tligir r«p«« 



reseutfttlveB ought to do, for promrt 
and yigorotis action to, aave ' the Ool- 
bny from impending rqin|^For this 
reason, alttiongh„velmate no almsion 
to our oontemporary, we haTe a string 
of Each ohoioe epithets applied to 
us, as "every spaoieB ot sotirrility," 
" silly abuse," " contempUble," "mal- 
ligQ tho whole country," "to please 
the dispenser of publio advertiso- 
inenta," " feeble and childish," "black- 
en and assail," "despicable" "traduc- 
tion of tbe people, etc." It suits our 
contemporary's policy no doubt, to 
make it appear that wearo "at thobock 
and nod of those in power."

Heart's Content, August 9lh.— Her Majes- 
ty's ship Terrible and tbe steamer Albany, 
loft 00 Wednesday morning; the Great East- 
ern and Medway sailed on Thursday morn- 
ing.

The members of tha expe- 
dition are doternniDed to recover and oonipleto 
the cable of 1865 if possible. The Great 
Eastern has about 600 tons of coal and pro- 
visions; CQougb for a sis months' ocnise. 

Neq Yotb, Angnst lOtb.— A despatch re- 
ceived from Major MoKay at midnight, 
dated Gaspo Bay, to-night, states that the 
cable across tbe Gulf of St. Lawrence from 
Gaspo Bay to Port-au-Basqno, was underrun 
by him to the doplli of 75 fotboms, Tbe 
portion of it lying in water of CO fathoms 
deep, wag found imbedded in mud and 
in a splendid state of preservation. It was 
spliced at a distance of thirteen miles from 
shore, but ibe night coming on vary dark, 
with a high gale accompanied by rain and a 
heavy sea, they wero obliged to cut the cable 
under Uupe Xorth, where it was sjfoly 
buried in thirty fathoms water. McICay 
slates: " Wo shall wait for a Qno day to lay 
the shore ends ol tho cable, test thorn well, 
and there is not tho least defect in it. New 
York will soon be in satisfaotory telegraphio 
commnaioation with London.
